A new single government to 
replace the present govern- 
ments of St. uis, St. Louis 
county and all county munici- 
palities was proposed to the 
Metropolitan Board of Free- 
holders last night. 

Authors of the plan, board 
chairman Charles F. Vatterott 
Jr., and Freeholders Richard 
D. Shewmaker and James 8. 
McClellan, suggested the new 
governmental structure be 
named “The Municipal County 
of St. Louis.” ' 

The three freeholders also 
submitted an alternate and less 
ambitious plan for a metropoli- 
tan district.authority to 
form limited functions. 
they emphasized their personal 
preference for the bolder “one 
government” proposal. A total 
of five plans now has been sub- 
mitted to the board. 


Under the proposed new cen- 
tral government, the City of St. 
Louis and the 97 municipalities 
in the county would 
boroughs, and thus retain their 
identity. But they would not 
have power to tax. The Metro- 
politan Sewer District would 
be absorbed by the new gov- 
ernment. 

The plan provides for elec- 


- 


tion of a mayor and legislative 
council on party tickets. The 
mayor would be elected by 
area-wide vote, and the coun- 
cilmen by vote in districts to 
be established equitably with- 
out any effort being made to 
follow present municipal or 
county lines. 

Shewmaker, who introduced 
the proposal, said it provides 
“a fresh start for the future.” 

“It does not create an addi- 
tional layer of government,” he 
said. “It is a plan which does 
not leave its most important 
part to future constitutional 
amendment, and which does 
not involve sub g the 
county to the rule of the pres- 
ent governing authorities of 
the city. 


“It does not involve anyone 
swallowing up anybody else.” 


Under the proposal, the of- 
fices of the mayor and Board 
of Aldermen in St. Louis, and 
‘those of the county supervisor 
and County Council would 
cease to exist when the new 
muhicipal county's officials 
were prepared to take over 
their duties.

SAYS SPUTNIK tll HAS SHOWN 
FIERCE ELECTRON CURRENTS 


LONDON, Oct. 3 (AP)—A 
Soviet professor said today 
Sputnik III had shown that 
electron currents buzzing 
around the upper atmosphere 
were much fiercer than expect- 
ed—but that space travelers 
should still get through them. 

“Energies up to 10,000 elec- 
tron volts were recorded. .. . 
It was a complete surprise,” 
said Prof. Valerian Krasovsky 
in an interview broadcast by 
Moscow radio. 

He expressed disagreement 
with American theories that 
the currents emanated from 
the sun. Nor were they com; 
ponents of cosmic rays, the 
professor said. The intensity 
of these currents makes study 
of cosmic rays more difficult,

Government contends was 
transferred in contemplation of 
death and hence was taxable to 
the estate. 


Put at $991,754 in Return. 

The estate tax return, filed 
after Buder’s death April 14, 
1954, values the net’ estate at 
$991,754. The Government con- 
tends the proper amount listed 
should be $7,563,199. 


In arriving at the deficiency 
figure, the Government added 
$4,357,657 to the value of the 
estate and ruled out claimed 
deductions totaling $2,213,787. 
With the changes, the estate 
would be worth, for tax pur- 
poses, $6,571,444 more than set 
out in the return. 


However, in a petition filed 
recently asking the Tax Court 
to determine that no deficien- 
cy exists, G. A. Buder Jr., exec- 
utor of the estate, said: 

“The extremely complex and 
involved facts and circum- 
stances affecting the decedent's 
estate, including the pendency 
of numerous cases in which 
the estate is a party, are high- 
ly unusual and unprecedented.

This will clear the 
way for a start on construc- 
tion. 

A group of five banks has 
arranged to finance construc- 
tion by providing $14,000,000 
in short-term loans. The lend- 
ing agencies are: 

Manufacturers Trust of New 
York, $6,600,000; Mercantile 
Trust Co., $3,850,000; First Na- 
tional Bank in St. Louis, $2,- 
350,000; Boatmen’s National 
Bank, $650,000; Bank of St. 
Louis, $550,000. 

The first Plaza building, 
which will contain 208 apart- 
ments, is to be erected on the 
west side of Fifteenth street 
between Pine and Chestnut. 
The Urban Redevelopment 
Corp. hopes to start construc- 
tion soon. 

The corporation, organized 
by a group of civic and business 
leaders to combat blight in the 
heart of the city, will put up 
1090 apartments for middle-in- 
come tenants. It has arranged 
to pay $920,000 for the site, five 
and one-half blocks bought up 
and cleared by the city’s Land 
Clearance for Redevelopment

Underdeveloped Market. 


“The need for competitive 
service does not rest on the 
size of the present and future 
traffic alone,” the CAB opinion 
said.

Louis-Southéast market is sub- 
stantially umderdeveloped. 

“There is considerable evi- 
dence in the record to show 
that the service provided b 
Eastern is not comparable wit 
that offered in competitive 
markets and that the growth 
of air traffic in this area has 
not closely approached poten- 
tial levels.” 

The CAB said that despite 
the fact that Florida is to a 
great extent a tourist market, 
and that a major part of this 
kind of travel is generated by 
lower fare coach service, East- 
ern has offered “virtually no 
conveniently timed or attrac- 
tive coach service between St. 
Louis and Florida.” 

Trans World Alirlines, the 
opinion said, was chosen be- 
cause it can be expected to 
provide greater public benefits 
than other applicants. The CAB 
pointed out that the TWA 
award will provide for the first 
time a desirable, single-carrier, 
single-plane service between 
Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and Kansas City and important 
cities in the Southeast. 


Defends Eastern. 


In a dissent, Vice Chairman , 


Chan Gurney said he agreed 
“wholeheartedly” with the view 
that existing and potential traf- 
fic from St. Louis to the South- 
east was not enough to support 
an additional carrier.

“Do you remember that back 
in 1952 he made another 
speech—the ‘Checkers’ speech? 
He was more concerned about 
the weight of the mail than the 
weight of the evidence, for that 
night he called on everyone to 
wire or write the Republican 
National Committee whether 
he should stay on the ticket 
with Gen. Eisenhower.” 

That was Nixon's television 
address following disclosure 
of the existence of a special 
fund placed at his disposal 
while he was in the Senate. 

Stevenson called attention 
to the fact that he was speak- 
ing under the same roof with 
the Vice President at last 
night’s rally. 

“I don’t know which Nixon 
it is—the new or the old,” he 
said. “But I understand he has 
come out to campaign here for 
the incumbent Senator (Wil- 
liam F. Knowland, Republican). 
I have some news for Nixon— 
it won’t do any good—because 
(Edmund G.) Pat Brown (Dem- 
ocratic nominee) is going to be 
the next Governor of Cali- 
fornia and Clair Engle (Demo- 
cratic nominee) is going to be 
the next Senator. 

Stevenson said he was told 
that only a firewall separated 
last night’s Democratic and 
Republican rallies. 

‘Right to Work.’ 

“Or,” he asked, “is it to sep- 
arate the President in Wash- 
ington who is against ‘right to 
work’ from the President here 
in California who takes the 
position that he has no posi- 
tion.

missile development. 

Symington hit back at Nix- 
on's charge that the Democra- 
tic administration under for- 
mer President Truman was re- 
sponsible for the lag in missile 
development because of cancel- 
lation of the Army’s missile re- 
search program in 1947. 

“At the time of the:cancel- 
lation in 1947, Gen. Eisenhow- 
er was Chief of Staff of the 
Army, and therefore one of the 
closest military advisers to 
President Truman,” the sen- 
ator said.

News from the Taiwan (Formosa) strait area has ¢m- 
phasized for nearly two weeks that the military balance in the 
campaign for the offshore island of Quemoy is tipping toward 
After a bad and dangerous beginning when the Com- 
munist Chinese bombardment started on Aug. 23, the National- 
ists, with United States/help, are solving the problem of the 
enemy blockade and have established a clear-cut qualitative air

superiority. 

The Nationalists’ successes 
are purely defensive, limited 
and incomplete, and could be 
reversed if the Chinese Com- 
munists, backed by Soviet aid, 


chose to extend the limited 
battle for Quemoy by enlarging 
the area of conflict and incréas- 
ing the strength they have so 
far committed. 

Nevertheless, Taipei's suc- 
cesses could be of great impor- 
tance to the fature of Quemoy, 
which will be decided by mili- 
tary power 4nd public opinion 
in this country and overseas. 
The Communists, so far, have 
won the battle of global opin- 
ion; this is to them the princi- 
pal part of the battle. 

Communist Talking Pointe. 

Many sincere and patriotic 
Americans and probably a ma- 
jority of the people of the prin- 
cipal Allied nations have been 
convinced, as the Communists 
have been saying, that: 

1. Quemoy is indefensible 
because of its proximity to 
the mainland, a mile and a 
quarter at the nearest point 
to Communist held territory, 
and the 400 to 500 Commu- 
nist guns that command it 
from three sides. 

2. The offshore islands are 
not worth fighting about. 

3. The Nationalists have 
no right to them anyway. 

The limited Nationalist suc- 
cesses are beginning to dem- 
onstrate, though not conclu- 
sively the falseness of. the 
first contention, that Quemoy 
is indefensible. If this is clear- 
ly proved to Peiping and to the 
world. the other contentions 
may be subject to re-examina- 
tion: in any case, the chance of 
settlement without major war 
will increase. 

Three developments in the 
fighting sinee Aug. 23 have 
greatly strengthened Taipei's 
osition. 

4 F-86 Proving Superiority. 

The air battles of the last 
three weeks have proved the 
clear-cut qualitative superior- 
ity of the well-trained Nation- 
alist pilots, many of them with 
hundreds of flying hours to 
their credit, and their North 
American F-86 Sabrejets. The 
Communists, with far more air- 
ctaft, many of them Soviet 
MIG-17s, with speed and climb- 
ing superiority over the F-86, 
have so far been completely 
outclassed in the air. The F-86 
below 30,000 feet has proved 
to be a better fighting machine 
than the MIG-17, partly be- 
cause of superior armament 
and gunsights. 

In recent engagements the 
Nationalists have been aided 
by utilizing the Sidewinder 
missile, a solid-propellant, air- 
to-air missile, with infrared 
homing guidance, manufac- 
tured for the United States 
Navy by Philco and General 
Electric.

militarily crippled by blockade. 
Little Quemoy, and the small 
islands of Tatan and Ehrtan— 
also held by the Nationalists— 
present considerably more dif- 
ficult problems, though a solu- 
tion for the supply problem 
probably can be found. 

The third, and as yet poten- 
tial, factor of improved Na- 
tionalist strength is the suc- 
cessful transfer of United 
States supplied eight-inch how- 
itzers to Quemoy.

Russian oil has even | 
invaded the Western Hem- 
isphere—in exchange for Ar- 
gentine wool, Brazilian coffee 
and Chilean copper—and at 
cut-rate prices.

United States trade with the 
Communist bloc is negligible, 
less than one-half per cent of 
our exports last year.

It deserves defeat fo 
a number of good reasons: 


First, it would make terms of members of 
the Civil Service Commission 
with that of the Mayor who would appoint 
them, thereby making possible political dom- 
ination of the Commission by the Mayor. 


Second, it would require members of the 
Commission to be representatives of special 
interests, rather than of the community as a 
whole. One member would represent labor, 
one business and one would have to be an 
attorney. In effect, it would change the 
Commission from a.policy-making body to.a 
mere arbitration board. 

Third, it would eliminate consideration of 
an employe’s service rating in connection 
with step increases in salary or layoffs and 
substitute seniority as the controlling factor 
in layoffs. The merit system thereby becomes 
a seniority system. 

Fourth, it would give the Mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen power to set hours of 
duty, days off, holidays, sick leaves of em- 
ployes and the like without recommendation 
of the Civil Service Commission. This will 
tend to throw basic employment decisions 
into the political arena where they least 
belong. 

Fifth, the existing ban on political activity 
by merit system employes would tend to be 
weakened by permitting city personnel to 
solicit signatures and votes for and against 
initiative and referendum petitions. 


Sixth, it would freeze into the Charter two 
provisions that might require substantial 
increases in the city budget. One would 
require the preparation of a compensation 
plan annually based om prevailing wages for 
similar work throughout the country, not 
merely the St. Louis area. The other would 
set up a separate classification for water divi- 
sion employes, presumably as a device to 
permit them to receive a higher pay scale. 


The amendment, which runs to several 
hundred words, also would attempt to accom- 
plish two objectives now considered illegal. 
It would set up a publicly-financed health and 
welfare plan for city employes. The City 
Counselor's office has held that this is pro- 
hibited until the Legislature passes an ena- 
bling act. And it would set up grievance pro- 
cedures similar to those spelled out in ordi- 
nary labor-management contracts. The city 
is prohibited by law from making formal 
labor contracts. 

St. Louisans adopted the present merit sys- 
tem in 1941 because they were sick and tired 
of the inefficiencies of the spoils system that 
it replaced. If they want to continue the 
merit principle in City Hall they will vote 
No on Proposition No. 8. 


‘A Rocket Share-the-Ride Plan 


It has been proposed by the eighth general 
assembly of the International Council of Sci- 
entific Unions, meeting in Washington and 
representing 21 nations, that those few 
nations capable of launching satellites reserve 
some space in them for scientific experimen- 
tation by other countries. This would be a 
most generous step in international co-opera- 
tion since the limited payload in a rocket for 
carrying scientific objects into space is at a 
premium. Certainly American mousedom, 
which already has supplied ‘some rocket-riders 
who came to unhappy ends, should not object 
to allowing mice from South America, 
Afghanistan or Madagasear to share the 
honors. 


Rezoning for New Jobs 

The County Council, which has been drag- 
ging its feet on thé important Columbia Bot- 
toms rezoning proposal, now is moving to do 
what it ought to have done several weeks ago. 
It is preparing to rezone the area, although 
the method the Councilmen seem to favor— 
creation of a. brand-new zoning category for 
industrial parks only—will take several weeks 
to carry out. 

Transformation of the swampy and virtu- 
ally unproductive Bottoms into a thriving 
industrial area capable of supporting thou- 
sands of new jobs would seem to be a project 
deserving the highest priority. Both the 
Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce and the 
Building & Construction Trades Council, 
among others, think so.

The Price Is High 


The Little Rock Private School Corporation, 
with Gov. Faubus as cheerleader, is trying to 
create a private school system for 2600 white 
pupils of three closed.public high schools. 
The task is gigantic if not impossible. 

Little Rock came to this predicament by 
closing schools to avoid integration, At first 
the private school group hoped to use public 
school facilities. But this week’s Supreme 
Court opinion made it evident that the United 
States Court of Appeals will nullify any use 
of public facilities or money to circumvent 
the Constitution. So the private schools 
will be private schools, the Faubusites say. 
Will such a plan work? 

Before it can work, the Private School Cor- 
poration must find buildings, desks, chairs, 
books and competent teachers. The Little 
Rock Classroom Teachers Association has 
voted to abide by its public school contracts 
and not to teach under private auspices. 

Before it can work, the corporation must 
find the money to make it work. The closed 
public schools incurred maintenance costs 
up to $22,500 a week, which does not include 
the capital cost of physical facilities. And the 
publie schools could command support from 
all taxpayers, ineluding business and indus- 
try. The burden of cost of private education 
usually falls on parents of school children.

America Needs a Sound Position Built Not on Mythology but on Our National Interests 


Adlai E. Stevenson 
in a Los Angeles Address, 
Sept. 30, 1958 


It is time for some straight think- 
ing and plain speaking about our 
position in the Far East. Indeed, 
with the guns rumbling again, it is 
long past time. 

In spite of pressure from all sides, 
I have hesitated to discuss Quemoy

position.” 

During the 1956 campaign I tried 
to keep quiet during the months of 
gathering crisis in the Middle East 
so as not to embarrass the Admin- 
istration. Then came the Suez dis- 
aster, just after President Eisen- 
hower had blandly assured the na- 
tion that the news was good. This 
time, distasteful as it is to criticize 
your Government in such a crisis, 
I must say what I think. 

I think that we, the United States, 
should not be defending these islands 
right on China’s doorstep. If Mar- 
shall Chiang wants to, that’s his 
business. I respect his feelings about 
them. But I also know how I would 
feel if the enemy had its foot in 
my front door. I would try to pinch 
it off or kick it out. 


‘Clarify America’s Position’ 


If we avoid war and the crisis 
subsides, then I think we should get 
out and stay out of these islands. 

But, even more important, I think 
we must at the first opportunity 
clarify America’s position. How or 
when, I don’t know, but if the War- 
saw talks fail and the war gets hot- 
ter, I hope we will waste no time 
asking the United Nations to arrange 
a cease fire and to consider meas- 
ures to restore tranquility. 

What are the conditions of a sound 
American position built not on my- 
thology or sentimentality about the 
Formosa Chinese, but on a cold ap- 
praisal of our national interests, our 
treaty commitments, and our respon- 
sibility for peace and security in the 
world?

Game at New York

EN ROUTE TO NEW YORK, Oct. 3 — Casey Stengel, 
shaken after an explosion by the man from Nitro, W. Va., Lew 
Burdette, fell back today on recent baseball history for con- 
solation and, he hopes, inspiration for his battered ball club. 


Following that 13-5 battering 
by the Braves yesterday in 
Milwaukee, the weary old pro- 
fessor of the diamond was well 
aware of the big task ahead 
for his proud Yankees. Only 
three teams in World Series 
history have come back to win 
the October classic after losing 
the first two games, and one 
of them—the New York Giants 
of 192i—downed the Yankees 
in a best-of-nine series. 

“Yes, 1 remember coming 
back to beat the Dodgers in 
1956 after we lost the first two 
games,” said Manager Stengel 
in the quiet Yankee clubhouse. 
“That’s what I been telling 
these guys (writers).” 

Just the year before, 1955, 
the situation was reversed. 
Brooklyn captured the big prize 
after dropping the first two 
contests to the Bombers. 

Unless Stengel can rally his 
forces right now, however, he 
will run into a rougher obstacle 


in Series history. No team has al 


won the blue ribbon after los- 
ing the first three games. 

Larsen to Try Tomorrow. 

As his stopper, Stengel has 
named Don Larsen, the tall 
righthander of perfect-game 
fame, for tomorrow's contest at 
Yankee Stadium, Manager Fred 
Haney of the world champion 
Braves will start Righthander 
Bob Rush in the third game. 

Action will continue at 
Yankee Stadium Sunday and 
the fifth game, if necessary, is 
scheduled there Monday. Tues- 
day will be another off-day for 
traveling with the series re- 
turning’to Milwaukee Oct, 8-9, 
Wednesday and Thursday, if 
the sagging Yankees aren't 
eliminated by then. 

Stengel was disappointed in 
Bob Turley, his starting pitch- 
er, and even more so in Duke 
Maas, his first reliever yester- 
day.

Bauer, opening the ninth, 
hit a slider for his second 
homer in as many days. The

tend to 16 his own record of 
hitting safely in consecutive 
Series games. 

The Braves, wasting only 
three of their 15 hits off five 
New York pitchers, tied the 
record for most runs against 
the Yankees in a World Series 
game—13. The 1921 Giants, 
who scored eight runs in one 
inning, and the °55 Dodgers 
reached the 13 total against the 
bombers.

EN ROUTE TO NEW

just watched Mickey Mantle 
make Milwaukee County Sta-

Resumption of ‘Suburban 


Boom’ in Shopping Center 
Construction Predicted 


A slight lull may soon follow 
the present wave of shopping 
center building, but the re- 
sumption of the “suburban 
boom” in the 1960s when the 
World War II babies reach mar- 
riageable age, will start a new 
surge of shopping center con- 
struction. 

That is the prediction of 
Homer Hoyt, Washington, D.C., 
realtor and market analyst, 
writing in the new book, 
“Real Estate Appraisal Prac- 
tice,” published by the Ameri- 
can Institute of Real Estate 
Appraisers. The Institute is one 
of 10 professional affiliates of 
the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards. 


Just off the presses, the 
new publication contains 58 
articles from the Appraisal In- 
stitute’s “Silver Anniversary 
Short Courses” which were 
presented in Chicago. 

In a chapter on “Characteris- 
tics of Shopping Centers,” Hoyt 
asserts that most of the popu- 
lation growth of the next few 
decades will be in suburban 
areas, “As houses are built in 
areas beyond the existing set- 
tled areas, present regional 
shopping centers now on the 
outer edges of the urban 
growth will be in the center of 
a dense population,” he de- 
clares. 


Highway a Factor. 

The Washington appraiser 
points out that the new federal 
highway pattern, with limited 
access roads between major cit- 
ies and belt highways around 
cities, will be the primary fac- 
tor in locating the regional 
centers of the 1960s. 

“Instead of building centers 
on the edge of the old cities as 
the first shopping center pro- 
moters did 10 years ago, the 
new centers will be located at 
a central point between a num- 
ber of large and small cities,” 
Hoyt said. As an example, he 
cited Allied Stores’ North Shore 
Center at Peabody, Mass., 20 


miles north of Boston, which 
he said taps a population of 
1,500,000 in Mumerous sur- 
rounding towns, cities and vil- 
lages, 

“In the future, as in the past, 
the means of transportation 
from home to shopping centers 
with ample selection of fash- 
ion goods will be the governing 
factor in the location and com- 
position of the regional cen- 
ter,” the author-appraiser de- 
clared. “In this age, highway 
access, ample free parking, and 
a complete selection of mer- 
chandise are, and will continue 
to be, decisive in the creation 
of successful regional shopping 
centers.” 


Sees New Pattern. 


Hoyt suggested also that as 
a result of the impact of the 
suburban center, a new type 
of downtown retail area may 
come into existence. As an il- 
lustration of what may be ex- 
pected, he cited proposed plans 
for Fort Worth, Tex., and De- 
troit, in which the main down- 
town streets would be made 
pedistrian malls, with parking 
garages on the edges of the 
downtown area and moving 
sidewalks to bring shoppers 
and office workers from their 
cars to the center of the city. 

“Such a revamping,” he 
wrote, “accompanied by an im- 
provement in the mass transit 
facilities which gave _ these 
central areas their original im- 
portance, would tend to estab- 
lish a pattern somewhat sim- 
ilar to that of the regional 
shopping center — a belt of 
parking surrounding the stores 
with a pedestrian mall in the 
center.” 

Other subjects covered in 
real estate appraisal practice 
include: fundamentals, single- 
family dwellings, apartments, 
retail store properties, hotels, 
motels, sandwich leases, spe- 
cial purpose properties and 
rural real estate.

When we moved 
ez 4 OWE tas BP i to this house three years 
ago, I discovered a little 
CLARISSA START woodland retreat in a far 
corner of the property. How ideal, I rhapsodized, if we 
had a brick walk bordered by daffodils ending at the re- 
treat. Mmhmm, said the man of the house. I quickly pur- 
chased 1000 bricks before he could change his mind. We 
had the necessary digging done and he began laying the 
walk, slowly. Much too slowly, I thought. 


I will help, I said eagerly. I was faster at lay- 
ing brick than he was, but there was something 
peculiar about my style. It looked a little like 
Thomas Jefferson's famous serpentine fence lying 
on the ground. I gave up and went back to easier 
pursuits, digging holes for daffodil bulbs. 


WE HAD SOME BRICKS left over from the woodland 
walk so we decided we might as well have a barbecue pit. 
We ran out of bricks before the barbecue pit was finished 
so we bought 1000 more. Of course we had some left. 
Since then it’s been like trying to make the bread and 
jelly come out even. We're either in the midst of a project 
without bricks or at the end of one with bricks. 

Last spring we started bricking in the area from the 
kitchen to the first oak tree. First we thought of encir- 
cling the tree, making it the focal point of the patio. Then 
we heard of a family who did just that. Shortly after the 
patio was completed, the tree died. 


| As time went on it became apparent that we 
would be doing well to reach the tree and join 
on to the square in front of the barbecue pit. It 
was like building the Alcan Highway or the Union 
Pacific; it seemed as if never the twain would 
meet. This is when I was pressed inte service 
as a hodcarrier, because laying bricks, as the 
bricklayer pointed out, is not nearly as difficult as 
selecting usable bricks from the pile of used ones. 


THERE ARE THREE KINDS of used bricks, those 
which are perfect on the porous side but chipped on the 
good side, those which are perfect on the good side but 
tracked on the porous side, and those which are perfect 
on both sides only they’re.@ peculiar purple color. Match- 
ing old brick is like trying to match navy blue; you have 
no idea how many shades there are until you start. 

Finding pieces of brick to fit odd corners is impossible 
no matter how many pieces you have. The thing to do is 
draw a line and tap with a chisel and—oops try another 
brick. 

At last the two halves of our project met but we didn’t 
break a bottle, forge a gold brick, or do anything spectacu- 
lar, We just collapsed.

Our solution to 
the quarreling of children is 
immediate separation. We have 
no intention of being so per- 
missive about this that the 
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consideration. A capacity for 
compassion is at least as im- 
portant a quality in a man asa 
capacity for passion. 


Teaching a child to be kind 
involves a host of examples. 
From the time they are very 
little, the boys were taught to 
respect my hours at my type- 
writer. This is mother’s writing 
time and she is not to be dis- 
turbed except for fire, tornado 
or imminent death. For many 
a gifted woman has had to dis- 
sipate her energies, her talents 
and her education because her 
children were never taught to 
be kind to mother, considerate 
of mother, and thoughtful of 
mother.

How to Do a Western Right 


LIKE “Shane” and “High Noon,” “THE BIG COUN- 
TRY” at the ESQUIRE THEATER proves that with 


such recognizable elements as the tender- 
foot whe is dedicated to the ways of peace 
in a country where violence is the rule 
and the unreconcilable feud between two 
domineering old cattle ranchers, cul- 
minating in a fight over use of the only 


waterhole around. 


J Not that “The Big Country” is as fine a picture as 
Shane” or “High Noon.” It isn’t quite that—its script, 
worked on by five writers including Sy Bartlett and Jessa- 
myn West, isn't cohesive enough, for one thing. But it’s a 
good, strong Western, big in sweep, incisive in its charac- 
terizations, and absorbing in its story line. 

Mr. Wyler has taken his time to make his people 
deeper than the usual stock surface characterizations and 
has brought out the best in some excellent actors. These 
include Gregory Peck as the ex-sea captain who is a calm, 
logical man who avoids violence as long as he can, and 
whose courage is therefore suspect in a land where logic 
takes the form of the six-gun, the fist, and the noose; 
Carroll Baker, as his fiancee who grows impatient with him 
and decides he isn’t her type of Western strong man; Jean 
Simmons as a school-teacher who understands Gregory; 
Chariton Heston, as the hard, aggressive foreman who 
shows open contempt for Gregory until he learns differ- 
ently; Charles Bickford as the tough cattle baron who 
finds Gregory something of a disappointment as a prospec- 
tive son-in-law; Bur] Ives as his equally hard-bitten mortal 
enemy, head of a raffish clan; and Chuck Connors as one 
of his harum-scarum sons. 

Mr. Wyler has created some vivid scenes, and managed 
to make them all seem fresh and vital, right from the start 
where some drunken cowboys haze the derby-topped dude 
(Mr. Peck) in front of his humiliated fiancee. The unusual 
knock-down-and-drag-out fight between the hero and his 
rival (Peck and Hestén) has been made into a comedy af- 
fair with the big men battling each other in silence and 
darkness out on the prairie until each is too exhausted to 
move. Gregory's private conquering of a mean old bronco 
is also funny. The big show-down really gives you a lot for 
your money—a duel, a father killing his own son, an am- 
buscade in a canyon, and the two old hot-heads finally 
shooting it out in personal combat in front of their forces. 
Mr. Ives, crusty and bitter-tongued, especially dominates 
the scenes he’s in. Altogether, this is rousing stuff. 


Baseball, the Devil and Fun 


APPROPRIATELY released at World Series time, 
“DAMN YANKEES,” the film version of the walloping 
stage musical which adroitly combined baseball with the 
Faustian legend, is at the FOX. They have done everything 

mal . yp to make it as close to the stage show as 
possible, although of course actual base- 
ball game scenes have been brought in, 
and the results are great. It has all the 
* humor, the slam-bang spontaneity and 
verve of the stage show. George Abbott, 
who directed the stage show and did the 
book along with Douglas Wallop, author 
of the original novel, “The Year the Yankees Won the Pen- 
nant,” has had a big hand in this, producing and directing 
with Stanley Donen and writing the screenplay. The 
original Néw York stars, Ray Walston as the debonair 
Devil, and Gwen Verdon as Lola, his slinky assistant, are 
in it, along with many of the stage cast. And, for box 
office, Tab Hunter has been added as Joe, the middle- 
aged rabid Washington Senators rooter who selis his soul 
so as to become a 22-year-old baseball star who leads the 
Senators to a pennant. 

Miss Verdon, in-her first major screen appearance, 
is terrific. The lean redhead, as the bewitching 179-year- 
old witch, slithers about in a wonderful burlesque of the 
sexy siren. Her bragging song, “A Little Brains, a Little 
Talent,” her outrageous wigglings and squirmings in 
“Whatever Lola Wants, Lola Gets,” and the irrelevant but 
fascinatingly amusing, “Who's Got the Pain When They 
Do the- Mambo?” are highlight of comic dancing and 
singing. 

Mr. Walston, whose glib, acidulous style reminds me 
a lot of Lee Tracy, puts some crackle into Mr. Applegate, 
the Devil, although I still don’t think he’s quite as good 
as Bobby Clark was in the role here at the American and 
Muny Opera. Mr. Hunter seems inspired by the proceed- 
ings to get some life into his personality and is very ac- 
ceptable. There are some other outstanding numbers be- 
sides Miss Verdon’s mentioned above, including the 
“You've Gotta Have Heart” classic of inspirational tom- 
foolery and a completely mad, weirdly colored night-club 
frenzy. The whole thing is hugely entertaining and funny, 


Danny Kaye Batting for the Meek 


DANNY KAYE, who has often played the bashful 
type in his comedies but has always flared forth with bril- 
liant elan, triple-tonguing on lightning fast lyrics, plays it 
straight this time in “ME AND THE COLONEL” at the 
ST. LOUIS, done from the S. N. Behrman 
American adaptation of the Franz Werfel 
play, “Jacobowsky and the Colonel,” (with 
Behrman himself co-authoring the screen- 
play.) 

As S. L. Jacobowsky, Jewish refugee 
who has been driven out of four countries 
and now is fleeing France ahead of the 
Nazi invasion, Danny is the personification of the meek 
who uses brains and subtlety to inherit the earth. The 
play neatly juxtaposes him with an opposite type, a Polish 
colonel also fleeing, who is a flamboyant, blustering man 
of action, honor and amatory success, and is also anti- 
Semitic. Curt Jurgens gives the Colonel*a broad, choleric 
reading which makes a nice foil for Danny’s soft under- 
playing. The play has some wit, and Mr. Kaye's perform- 
ance has a velvet warmth which makes it very appealing. 
Nicole Maurey is charming as the Colonel’s French girl- 
friend who finally falls for the meek little man, and Alex- 
ander Scourby does a nice job as a German major with a 
taste for the better things in life, including Nicole.

Radio Free Europe Is Link With Outside World for 70,000,000 Captive People

NEW YORK, Oct. 3 

WHEN RADIO FREE EU- 
ROPE first began broadcast- 
ing eight years ago to eastern 
European nations, it was a 
puny voice carrying only 10 
hours of programs a week. 

Today RFE is a powerful 
force which pours facts into 
the Iron Curtain countries on 
a round-the-clock schedule sev- 
en days a week. It provides 
some 70,000,000 captive people 
with latest news of world 
events. 

Through RFE'’s 29 mighty 
transmitters in West Germany 
and Portugal, the peoples of 
Poland, Hungary, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Romania and Bulgaria 
learn of each new development 
in the Far East crisis. And in 
addition to domestic news of 
America and other free-world 
nations, listeners get over RFE 
factual reports about events in 
their own countries and in 
Soviet Russia—news which the 
Communists suppress or dis- 
tort. 

RFE, supported entirely by 
contributions of American 
citizens to the Crusade for 
Freedom, has gained a reputa- 
tion for truth and reliability 
despite the best efforts of the 
Communists to discredit it. At 
the time of the Hungarian rev- 
olution in November 1956, the 
Reds put on a terrific propa- 
ganda campaign accusing RFE 
of promising the Hungarian 
people military aid from the 
West. The West German gov- 
ernment and the Council of 
Europe made exhaustive studies 
of all RFE programs which 
had been broadcast before and 
during the revolution and con- 
cluded that charges made 
against the station were with- 
out foundation. 

Ten minutes of live news, 
every hour on the hour, is the 
backbone of RFE’s program- 
ing schedule, but the network 
covers a range of material 
comparable to any domestic 
American radio station. 

Daily commentaries enable 
listeners in the countries un- 
der Soviet domination to in- 
terpret events and trends with- 
in their own countries in re- 
lation to developments else- 
where. There are also special 
programs for young people, 
workers, intellectuals, farmers, 
women, children and other spe- 
cial groups. Religious services 
and news are broadcast to list- 
eners of all faiths. Cultural 


programs, music, drama, enter- 
tainment, on-the-spot coverage 
of major events, sports, satire 
and special interviews round 
out a program schedule de- 
signed to attract the largest 
possible audience. 

The people who write and 
broadcast RFE’s programs are 
exiles who escaped from be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. Chosen 
for their professional skill as 
newswriters, announcers, com- 
mentators, analysts and per- 
formers, they work closely with 
Americans at RFE who manage 
and supervise the overall ope- 
ration. 

One of the most interesting 
programs is “Free Men in a 
Free Society,” written by a 
Polish journalist, Stefan Gacki. 
He has visited farms, coal 
mines, housing projects, trailer 
camps, the telephone company 
and even backyards of suburb- 
anites in his quest for what 
makes America tick. He has 
described for his European 
audience the social security 
plan, 4-H Clubs, Boy Scouts, 
company plans for employes 
and hundreds of other facets 
of American life. 


Another popular program 
is “Date With Eva” in which 
Eva Stankova, a fledgling 
musical comedy star in 
Prague before she escaped 
from Communist oppression 
in 1947, plays the latest rec- 
ord releases of American 
jaz artists. A 20-minute pro- 
gram broadcast six days a 
week to East Europe, “Date 
With Eva” is now in its 
seventh year. Tape-recorded 
in New York and broadcast 
from Munich, Germany, the 
program is one of the favor- 
ites among RFE’s lighter 
offerings. 


Also produced in New York 
is “The Hungarian Radio Thea- 
ter,” a dramatic offering fea- 
turing stars from the National 
Theater in Budapest, Eve 
Soreny and Sandor Szabo, both 
of whom escaped from Hun- 
gary with their families during 
the revolution in 1956. This 
program has presented many 
American ‘plays including “I 
Remember Mama,” “Bell Book 
and Candle” and, earlier this 
year, “Abe Lincoln in Illinois.” 
The Lincoln play was especi- 
ally well received in Hungary 
where Lincoln is a great hero 
because of his support for the 
Hungarian cause during the 
War of Independence in 1852. 

Other popular programs in- 
clude “Kohout’s Cabaret,” 
broadcast to Czechoslovakia by

Jara Kohout, a comedian who 
escaped in 1948 and who is 
known to Czechs and Slovaks 
all over the world; “Young 
Eaglets,” a variety program 
including interviews with 
Polish students in exile, letters 
from young Polish people all 
over the world, news of scout- 
ing, sports cars and true stories 
of heroic young people; and 
“Radio Doctor,” broadcast to 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and 
Bulgaria, which is designed to 
substitute for a Western medi- 
cal journal. Written by doctors 
and addressed to the medical 
profession, this program re- 
ports on achievements in medi- 
cine in a free world. 


Each Sunday RFE broadcasts 
church services to the five cap- 
tive countries and during the 
week has programs of religious 
news. Programs like “Fighting 
Church” broadcast to Czecho- 
slovakia counter anti-religious 
propaganda of the Communist 
regime. A live mass is trans- 
mitted each Sunday from the 
London Brompton Oratory for 
broadcast to Poland; church 
music, liturgy and sermons are 
recorded in the Slovakian lhan- 
guage at the Reformed Slovak 
Lutheran Church in  Lans- 
downe, Pa., for broadcast to 
Czechoslovakia. Special Jewish 
holidays are observed with 
talks and messages from promi- 
nent Jewish leaders and rabbis. 


At Christmas, Easter, Pass- 
over, Chanukah and other re- 
ligious holidays, RFE devotes 
many of its regular broadcast 
hours to special holiday pro- 
gramming. And for the chil- 
dren of Poland, Polish-Ameri- 
can youngsters in a school in 
Passaic, N.J., present variety 
programs at Christmas, Easter, 
Fourth of July and on such 
other special occasions as the 
opening of school and Hal- 
loween. 


In time of disaster or 
emergency RFE acts as a 
channel of communication 
between refugees and those 
forced to remain behind. 
During the Hungarian revolu- 
tion, RFE relayed literally 
thousands of messages from 
escapees to loved ones who 
could not get out. Informa- 
tion provided by refugees 
from behind the Iron Cur- 
tain is carefully evaluated 
and filed, enabling RFE to 
maintain an up-to-date check 
en events and conditions in 
the captive countries. 


Programs are broadcast over 
five to seven transmitters sim- 
ultaneously, enabling listeners 
to pick up each program on 
one of several points of their 
radio dials and thus circum- 
vent jamming. One jam-proof 
technique is what RFE officials 
calls the “saturation service,” 
whereby all transmitters are 


directed in turn for a half-hour 


period every night to each of 
the captive countries. This sat-

RFE prides itself on its 
speedy and accurate news serv- 
ice. For instances, within an 
hour after verification of the 
text of the famous Khrushchev 
denunciation of Stalin at the 
Twentieth Party Congress, RFE 
trained 10 of its powerful 
transmitters — two for each 
target country — on the Iron 
Curtain and began to repeat 
the speech hour after hour for 
3% solid days. Thus RFE 
scored a remarkable newsbeat. 

Radio Free Europe’s main 
headquarters is in New York 
and some 15 per cent of the 
total programming is produced 
in the United States, with the 
other 85 per cent emanating 
from RFE’s European head- 
quarters in Munich, West Ger- 
many. It has news and infor- 
mation centers throughout Eu- 
rope. 

There is a central news room, 
which operates on a round-the- 
clock basis to compile some 
350,000 words of western and 
captive world information each 
day. Among its news--—gather- 
ing resources is a vast monitor- 
ing service, which tunes in 
more than 50 radio stations 
and teletype news services be- 
hind the Iron Curtain, includ- 
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ing those in the USSR. Thus 
RFE is able to expose and re- 
fute Communist lies and prom- 
ises. 
“At no time do RFE pro- 
grams recommend action, in- 
dulge in exhortations or de- 
nunciations of wrongs which 
are already apparent to its 
listeners suffering under Com- 
munist rule.” RFE officials 
assert. “Rather, the programs 
inform, clarify and focus at- 
tention on facts the people 
must know in order to calcu- 


late their actions wisely. The 
facts are put by RFE into 
realistic perspective in such 


a way as to enable listeners 
to move ahead—intelligently, 
patiently and inexorably, but 
without futile bloodshed—from 
their current positions toward 
the final goal they overwhelm- 
ingly desire: full and durable 
freedom and demo¢racy.” 


The station, which oper- 
rates on the remarkably 
small budget of $10,000,000 
a year is the target of con- 
tinous attacks by the Soviet 
Union, its puppet regimes 
and the Communist press in 
in the free world. 


Not to be overlooked is the 
spiritual force underlying 
RFE programs. President 
Eisenhower declared: “Radio 
Free Europe is supplying the 
truth. Men and women who 
might otherwise have  suc- 
cumbed to the philosophy that 
it is good to be slaves, still 
keep alive the spark of free- 
dom in their hearts. This work 
serves not only the nations 
we seek to help—it serves the 
best interests of the United 
States.”

Wax Remover

Russia’s ‘Helen Keller’ 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3. 

A FEW MORNINGS before leaving Moscow I visited 
the Minister of Education briefly to ask a few questions I 
was not yet clear on. He gave me a beautiful book of chil- 
dren's paintings and drawings which has led me to feel I 
must visit someday the art school for gifted children. He 
also gave me a number of children’s books and I promised 
to send him a similar number of our publications for chil- 
dren. In Russia the Ministry of Education publishes all of 
its own books. 


When I left him I visited the Institute for De- 
fectology, a research institute where many inter- 
esting experiments with children are in progress. 
One girl, about 13 years old, is called their Helen 
Keller. She is blind and deaf and dumb, but the 
people in charge assured me that she will be able 
to speak naturally in another three years. 


This youngster seems to have an amazing talent for 


creating models. Probably the most important of these are 
little models of hands in all the positions covering the al- 


phabet in the touch system. She also has made modelg of 
the interior of her home as she knows it, including a few 
objects inside, as well as the exterior as it really stands. 

At this institution, also, they are doing research in the 
treatment of spastics, which seemed to me to be very hope- 
ful. I could have spent many hours there and could hardly 
bear to leave in time to reach the American Embassy for 
lunch with Richard H. Davis, our Minister Counselor. 

Our Embassy houses in apartments on different floors 
various of the Embassy families. As we walked into the 
courtyard and found the door leading to the elevators, a 
truck was being unloaded by two bright-looking young boys. 
Rather hesitantly I asked for directions and was surprised 


to have one of them answer me in an unmistakable Amer- | 


ican voice: “Can I help? Let me see. Oh, Mr. Davis is on 
the seventh floor.” o 


Last Sunday morning Mrs. David Gurewitsch 
and I visited the Kremlin to see Lenin’s apart- 
ment. It impressed me again as much as it did last 
year with its appearance of simple and Spartan- 
like living—no rugs on the floors, shades at the 
windows but no curtains. There are few photo- 
graphs and only one picture. 


Lenin’s sister, who lived with him and his wife, had 
her bedroom partitioned off the living room by a screen, 
she had a little rug by her bed and one or two bits of dec- 
oration on her dressing table—and one wonders if Lenin 
and his wife disapproved! 

The study has world maps on the wall and books are 
close at hand. The feeling one gets is that this man worked 
incessantly, yet he preached that there must be time for 
work and time for rest and enjoyment as well—a precept 
he must have obeyed only rarely. 


Out of all this simplicity has come our compli- 
cated world of today—and I wonder would Lenin 
be surprised at developments in his own country. 


I feel you might like to know how the beds are made 
up in Russia, so I am going to tell you. 

In the hotels each bed has a box spring with a thin pad 
on top. The sheets are heavy linen, the bottom one of the 
two being tightly stretched over the pad and tucked in. The 
top sheet is a bag with a diamond-shaped large opening at 
the top. A heavy quilt is slipped im, the bottom is then 
turned up, and the two sides at the top are turned in. Then, 
after the Chinese fashion, you crawl into your cocoon from 
the top and tuck it tightly around you. 

If it is very cold you put on top as many extra covers 
as you need. It seems like the best way to make a bed for 
warmth in the cold Moscow climate, and I am thinking of 
trying it for the winter months at Hyde Park.

A THING we a intro- 
ducing other 
parts of the United States to 
our Missouri Ozarks. Often 
when thus 
ourselves at 
scenic beauty and backwoods 
flavor that can be packed into 
a day. These hills, as most Mis- 
sourians know, are the oldest 
on our continent. There was a 
time, a Quarter billon years 
ago, when they thrust their 
rugged crests to heights of 
several thousand feet. Now 
erosion has worn them to 
gentier slopes, often leaving 
bare granite exposed along the 
ridge-tops. In some places, 
however, the cap-rock is of 
limestone originally deposited 
during one of the many ocean 
inundations that have covered 
this area. Thus the very struc- 
ture of the Ozarks is interest- 
ing. 


Semehow the idea of tak- 
ing a visitor to see the man- 
made lakes created by dam- 
ming our clear-water rivers 
never occurs to us. These 
artificial bodies of water are 
found in every state. Their 
unnatural and often raw- 
looking shore lines are the 
same everywhere and merely 
alter the landscape without 
improving it. Nor do the im- 
poundments we have in 
Missouri seem to generate 
any vast amount of power, 
create lower electric rates or 
lure great industries to the 
Ozark country. 


Aside from the beauty of the 
forested hills, just now begin- 


ning to show a touch of autumn — 


color, it is the rivers and 
springs that give the Ozarks 
their character and charm. 
These are the things we try to 
show our visitors — and last 
week it happened to be Dorothy 
Dingley of the National Audu- 
bon Society who was helping 
edit our Ozark movie that will 
have its premiere showing in 
the Washington University ser- 
ies In December. 

After several days of the in- 
tensive work which this editing 
requires, it was not hard to 
convince ourselves that we 
needed a few hours off. So on 
a sunny morning Ginnie packed 
her picnic baskets and we 
loaded Tiger into the car and 
were away down Highway 21 to 
Ellington and then west on 106 
to Powder Mill Ferry on Cur- 
rent river. As usual, Frank 
Sutton transported us to the 
far side on his cable-operated 
craft and then we persuaded 
LeRoy Lewis to lay his work 
aside long enough to run us 
down to Blue Spring in his 
John boat. While we made 
these arrangements, Tiger 
struck up a somewhat uneasy 
friendship with LeRoy’s pack 
of a dozen hounds. 

We all enjoyed the short run 
down the river and the hike up 
the path to where Blue Spring 
rises silently beneath its high 
cliff. The pool was clearer than 
we have seen it all summer so 
that a white pebble tossed out 
into it could be seen drifting 
slowly downward for many feet. 
Around the spring, blue lobelia 
and asters were in bloom and 
we had no difficulty convincing 
our guest that here was one of 
the loveliest sights in America 
—and that the Ozarks offer a 
remarkable combination of 
friendly people and pictures- 
que scenery. 

The road from Owl's Bend 
to Eminence and then out to 
Alley Spring is especially beau- 
tiful at this time of year when 
the dogwood is beginning to

turn and an occasional gum 
tree shows deep red and the 
distant hills are wrapped in 
the soft light of autumn. The 
spring itself is located in a 
small state park and this made 
a pleasant place to eat our 
picnic lunch. Alley flows some 
80,000,000 gallons a day and 
gathers its water from a large 
area to north and west. Some 
of its sources are evidently 
close to the surface, for its 
readily affected by local rains 
and we found it slightly milky. 
The limestone bluff that en- 
circles the spring was dripping 
with moisture and never have 
we seen such masses of blue 
lobelia as grow here. 

As we ate beside the spring 
branch, Luther Rowlett 
dropped by to visit us. Luther 
is an interesting fellow who 
earns a modest livelihood by 
diving to salvage equipment 
lost by fishermen whose boats 
are over-turned on Current riv- 
er and Jacks Fork. He has 
taught many Shannon county 
youngsters to be excellent 
swimmers and is himself as 
much at home on the river bot- 
tom as he is in the upper air. 
Luther is also something of a 
poet and contributes columns 
to the Eminence néwspaper; 
and in the winter, he makes 
his way to Florida to work in 
the vegetable harvest. On this 
occasion he entertained us 
with an account of the ad- 
ventures of Buck Nelson of 
Mountain View on his recent 
trip to the moon via flying 
saucer. 


The Drive up Highway 19 
from Eminence is one of the 
most picturesque in Mis- 
souri, The road traverses a 
tract of virgin pine main- 
tained by the Conservation 
Commission and offers mag- 
nificent vistas of high ridges 
and deep hollows stretching 
away to every side. A high- 
way bridge crosses Current 
river at Round Spring which 
is smaller than Alley or Blue 
but is especially interesting 
for the huge beds of water- 
cress that line the spring 
branch. The small state park 
here was so immaculately 
maintained that we stopped 
to compliment Superintend- 
ent Chilton and visit for a 
moment with his daughter 
Yvonne. 


At Shannondale Community 
House, a few miles farther 
north, we were glad to find 
the pastor, the Rev. Vincent 
Bucher, at home and to spend 
a little time with him. This 
mission of the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church plays a big 
part in the lives of the people 
who live along upper Current
